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IH E SOLDIERS’ BONUS 


It is apparently certain that the president will veto 
the bonus bill. It is also certain that the house will 
promptly pass it over his veto. The senate is the unknown 
factor in the problem. While that body passed the 
measure by a more than two-thirds majority 
it was 
stated at the time that some of the senators voted in 
favor of it knowing that the president would veto it and 
then when it came back to the senate they would vote to 
sustain tile veto. Such is the game of politics. It is admit­ 
ted that the vote will be very close either way but just 
which way it will finally go is uncertain. 
The manner in which the bonus bill has been framed! 
and handled is ti.e rankest example of political coward­ 
ice on record. The majority for the bonus in some form 
was overwhelming, because the 
congressmen 
feared

The soldiers were to be 
given the government’s I. O. U. and then some future 
congress would have the job of raising the money to re­ 
deem these promises to pay. 
This plan means that the soldiers will realize com­ 
paratively little from the measure in case it becomes a 
law, for most of them will have sold their claims long 
before they are paid and the speculators will be the chief 
beneficiaries in the end. However, perhaps it will serve 
to enable a lot of congressmen to return to congress and 
that is the chief consideration with most of the crew 
anyway.

“ H um anity” M artin, so named by j 
King ^George IV because of his in- j 
traduction and support of the law, J 
w as an intense Irish nobleman with j 
immense estates in Galaway. where ] 
he lived in the m anner of a feudal 
lord when not attending parliam ent 
in London. 
He was a man of infinite person­ 
al courage and. a duelist of note. 
But with his courage and dueling 
proclivities was a 
genuine Irish 
humor, wild and turbulent at times. 
He always was a lover of animals 
and disliked ill-treatnient of them 
as intensely as he loved the ani­ 
m als themselves. 
Asked to Withdraw It 
After introducing his bill, Martin 
was asked to withdraw it so th at 
ii could be amended and introduced 
at the following session. Speaking 
in opposition, one oponent declared 
he could not see why, under the 
term s of the bill, a punishm ent 
should not be affixed to the boil­ 
ing of lobsters and th e eating of 
live oysters. 
To all opposition Matin replied 
with 
more -vigorous 
support 
aud 
made a strong appeal at the sec­ 
ond reading. After his appeal, a 
vote was 
taken 
and 
the 
“ayes” 
stood 29 to 18 “ noes” . 
To M artin *also belongs the credit 
for the first conviction under the 
law he fostered. M artin himself ap­ 
peared 
as com plainant 
against a 
driver who bad mercilessly 
beat-* 
en a donkey. The anim al was drag­ 
ged into icourt before the judge aud 
M artin so im pressed the court with 
th e evidence- -the donkey bore of 
its m aster's cruelty th at the driver 
w as found guilty, much to the sur- 
T-rise 
o f the many onlookers who 
had crowded into the courtroom . 
Less than a year after M artin’s i 
death at Boulogne, France, in 1834,1 
bis original act was amended and 
•bull and 
bear 
baiting

cock 
fighting were 
prohibited 
through­ 
out the British isle. 
* 
W hile credit is given the G reat 
and General Court of M assachusetts, 
in 1641, for passing an act declar­ 
ing th a t “ no man shall exercise any 
tyranny toward any brute creatures 
which usually are kept for the use 
of m an’’, M artin’s act is recognized 
as the first law expressly fobidding 
ill-treatm ent of anim als. 
Two years after th e passage of 
the act, M artin and some of his 
friends, realizing the law' would be 
valueless 
w ithout 
proper 
enforce­ 
m ent, organized the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
Queen Victoria later giving her ap- 
poval to the addition of the word 
“ Royal” to the title. From this so­ 
ciety Originated 
first 
the 
Ameri­ 
can Society for the Prevention of 
C ruelty to Animals and later tile 
state societies.
